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CLAIMS 

1. (currently amended) A method for saving a submitted form of a web page, said method 
comprisiug: 

receivings &om a user by a browser application executed in a client systero, data for a form, in 
a web page; and 

prior to submission of the form with the data to a server system hosting the web page, tihe 
browser application automaticallv saving an address of the web page, the data provided firom the user 
for the fonn, and at least one field identifier for associating the data to at least one respective field of 
the form, into a volatile memory system of the client system, wherein the address, the data and the at 
least one field identifier ate still stored in the volatile memory system after the browser application is 
closed. 

2. (previously presented) The method according to Claim 1 , further comprising: 

in response to the user opening the browser application that had been closed and again 
requesting retrieval of the web page, retrieving the web page from the server system; 

detecting a match between the saved address and the address of the retrieved web page, and 
in response to detecting a match betweai the saved address and the address of the retrieved 
web page, automatically filling in the form of the web page with the data stored in the volatile 
memory system. 

3. (original) The method according to Claim 2, wherein automatically filling in the form of the web 
page with the data stored in the volatile memoxy system fijxiher comprises: 

parsing, by the browser application^ the data for the form; and 
displaying, by the browser application, the form with the data. 

4. (previously presented) The method according to Claim 2, wherein : 
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said automatically filling comprises automatically filling in the foctn of the web page witibi the 
data ouly in response to the user responding with an afSrmative response to a query by the browser 
application regarding whether the user wishes to fill in the form with the data saved in the volatile 
memory system. 

5. (previously presented) The method according to Claim 1, further comprising: 

deteramiing whether the requested web page has a submxttable form; and 
only in response to the requested web page having the submittable form, implementing, by 
the browser application, the receiving and saving steps. 

6. (previously presented) The method according to Claim 1 , wherein saving an address of the web 
p^e and the data provided fiom the user for the form ftiither comprises: 

calling a clipboard operation of an operating system on which the browser application 
operates to save the address, the data, and the at least one field ideatifier into the volatile memory 
system. 

7. (previously presented) The method according to Claim 1 , further comprising: 

in response to the data for the form being successfiilly submitted to the server system and the 
browser application receiving a request for a next web page from the user, erasing the data from the 
volatile memory system. 

8. (currentiy amended) A system for saving a submitted form of a web page, said system 
comprising: 

a processing unit; and 

a storage system coupled to said processing unit and storing abrowser application executable 
bvthe processing unit, wherein said storage system includes a volatHe memofv system and wherein 
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said browser application includes: 

means for receiving, from a user by a browaer application ex e cut e d in a cli e nt ofthe 
system, data jEbr a form in a web page; and 

means for automaticallv saving an address of the web page, the data provided from 
the user for ibe foim, and at least one field identifier for associating the data to at least one 
respective field ofthe form, into tiie a volatile memory system ofth e client system prior to 
submission of the form with the data to a server system hosting the web page, wherein the 
address, the data, and tihe at least one field identifier are still stored in the volatile memory 
system after the browser application is closed. 

9. (previously presented) The system according to Claim 8, further comprising: 

means for retrieving the web page from the server system in response to the user opening the 
browser application that had been closed and again requesting retrieval of the web page; 

means for detecting a malchbetween the saved address and the address of the retrieved web 
page; and 

means, responsive to detecting a match between the saved address and tiie address of the 
retrieved web page, for automatically filling in the form ofthe web page with the data stored in the 
volatile memoiy system. 

10. (original) The system according to Claim 9, wherein said means for automatically filHng in the 
form ofthe web page with the data stored in the volatile memory system furtiier comprises: 

means for parsing, by the browser application, the data for the fonn; and 
means for displaying, by the browser CCTli^^^tion, the form with the data* 

1 1 . (preEviously presented) The system according to Claim 8, wherein : 

said system fiarther comprises means for querying, by the browser application, whether the 
user wishes to fill in the form using the data saved in the volatile memory system in response to a 
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match between tiie address of foe requested web page and the address stored in tbe volatjOle memory 
system; and 

said means for automatically filling composes means for automatically filling said fonn only 
in response to the browser application receiving an indication that the us er wishes to fill in the fonn 
with the data saved in the volatile memory system. 

12. (previously presented) The system according to Claim 8, further comprising: 

means for detennining whether the requested web page has a submittable form; and 
means for implementing, by the browser application^ the receiving and saving steps only in 
response to the requested web page having the submittable form. 

13. (previously presented) The system according to Claim 8, wherein said means for saving an 
address of the web page and the data provided from the user for the form further comprises: 

means for calling a clipboard operation of an operating system on which the browser 
application operates to save the address, the data, and the at least one field identifier into the volatile 
memory system. 

14. (previously presented) The system according to Claim 8, further comprising: 

means for erasing the data from the volatile memory system in response to the data for the 
form being successfully submitted to the server system and the browser application receiving a 
request for a next web page fixym the user. 

15. (currently amended) A program product for saviiig a subnutted form of a web page, said program 
product cornprising: 

instruction means for receiving, fiom a user by a browser application executed in a cHent 
system, data for a form in a web page; 
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instniction means for automaticallv saving an address of the web page, tJie data provided 
from the user for the form, and at least one field identifier for associating the data to at least one 
respective field of the form, into a volatile memory system of the cUent system prior to submission of 
the form with the data to a server system hosting the web page, wherein the address, the data, and the 
at least one field identifier are still stored in the volatile memory system aJfter the browser application 
is closed; and 

computer usable media bearing said instruction means for receiving and said instruction 
means for saving. 

16. (previously presented) The program product according to Claim 15, fiirther comprising: 

instruction means for retrieving the web page from the server system in response to the user 
opening the browser application that had been closed and again requesting retrieval of the web page; 

instruction means for detecting a match between the saved address and the address of the 
retrieved web page, and 

instruction means, responsive to detecting a match between the saved address and the address 
of the retrieved web page, for antomaticajly filling in the form of the web page with the data stored 
in the volatile memory system. 

17. (original) The program product according to Claim 16, wherein said instruction means for 
automatically filling in the form of the web page with the data stored in the volatile memory system 
further comprises: 

instruction means for parsing, by the browser appUcation, the data for the form; and 
instruction means for displaying, by the browser application, the form with the data. 

18. (previously presented) The program product according to Claim 15, wherein : 

said program product forther comprises instniction means for querying, by the browser 
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application, whetiier the user wishes to fill in the fonn iisin^ the data saved in the volatile memory 
system in response to a match between the address of the requested web page and the address stored 
m the volatile memory system; and 

said instruction means for filling comprises instruction means for filling said form with the 
saved data only in response to the browser application receiving an indication that the user wishes to 
fill in the form with the data saved in the volatile memory system. 

19. (original) The program product according to Claim 18, further comprising: 

instruction means for deftermining whether the requested web page has a submittable form; 

and 

instruction means for implementing, by the browser application, the receiving and saving 
steps only in response to the requested web page having the submittable form. 

20. (previously presented) The program product according to Claim 15, wherein said instruction 
means for saving an address of the web page and the data provided firom the user for the form farther 
conrprises: 

instruction means for calling a clipboard operation an operating system on which the browser 
application operates to save the address, the data, and the at least one field identifier into the volatile 
memory system. 

21 . (previously presented) The program product according to Qaim 1 5, flirther comprising: 

instruction means for erasing the data jfrom the volatile memory system in response to the 
data for the form being successfiilly submitted to the server system and the browser application 
receiving another request for a next web page firom tiie user. 
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
